Scranton, Pa., July 3.—Eighteen per- 
sons are reported killed and 100 persons 
injured in the triple wrecking of cars 
on the Lackawanna and Wyoming, 
Valley railroad this evening, due to 
lightning felling a telegraph pole across.

FED ON SAWDUST, 
COWS FATTEN, 
GIVE MORE MILK 


Madison, Wis., July 3.—[Special.]— 
Cows fed on sawdust produce more 
beef and milk, according experi-; 
ments which have been conducted 
jointly by the agricultural department 
of the University of Wisconsin and the 
United. States forest products labor- 
atory. 

The laboratory work was done under 
©. M. Butler, assistant director’ of the 
laboratory, and the feeding experi- 
ments by Prof. Frank B. Morrison. 
The experiments have not been com- 
pleted. 

“We took white pine sawdust and 
put it through a treatment.that con- | 
verts the starch into sugar,” said Mr. 
Butler. “Then, in sodperation with 
the agricultura) department of the unt- 
versity, a feeding experiment was con-: 
ducted. Five cows were kept on 
the sawdust ration for one month, with 
the result they increased both in 
weight and amount of butter fat pro- 
duced. They were~*hen taken off the 
sawdust ration and put back to normal 
feeding for one month, with the result 
that both their weight and milk supply 
reduced to about normal. A second 
time they were put back on the saw- 
dust ration, and again their weight and 
milk increased.” 
Mr. Butler expressed the belief that 


except yellow pine, which has too much 
rosin in it, can be used for cow feed. 


BEAT OKLAHOMA 
TAX BY FORMING 
CORPORATIONS 


Oklahoma City, Okla., July 3.—[Spe- 
cial.]—Frank C. Carter, state auditor, 
says that evasion of the personal in- 
come tax law by the formation of cor- 
porations césts Oklahoma hundreds of 
thousands of dollars a year. At the 
next session of the legislature efforts 
will be made to amend the law to make 
corporations pay taxes upon their 
earnings. 

“When a-.man’s business begins to 
thrive so that he has to pay a big 
income tax to the state he takes in his 
wife and ome of his employég and forms 
a corporation,”’ Mr. Carter declares. 

“The next year the corporation does 
not declare a dividend, and there is no 
record to show what is the personal 
income of the stockholders. 

“The stockholder could be prosecut- 
ed for embezziement if he should be 
detected, but it is hard to discover him. 
The only remedy is to amend the law.”

IS SELF-GOVERNMENT FAILING 
IN CHICAGO AND ILLINOIS? 


Is Illinois losing a Republican form of govern- 
‘ment? That form, we have understood, is guaran- 
teed by the.constitution of the United States, but 
there seems’ to be a disposition in the convention 


and future citizens of Illinoissin Chicago are con- 
cerned. 

We refer of course tothe extreme proposals for 
restriction on Chicago’s representation in the state 
legislature, which if adopted would deprive the 
people of the city permanently of a proportionate 
representation in -both houses. No matter how 
many people come to live in Chicago, no mattér 
what they contribute to the revenues of the state, 
no matter what they contribute to the economic 
and social régeurces of the state, no matter what 
their problems, rights, interests, responsibilities or 
qualifications, this community would be in a per- 
-petual minority in both houses. 

The same inequity has prevailed for years in the 
apportionment of justices in the Supreme court, 
Cook having but one judge in a bench of seven, 
although the volume of litigation initiated in Cook 
is more than double that of the six remaining dis- 
tricts. . 

We do not propose here to argue the injustice 

and inexpediency of perpetual] restriction in both 
houses. We do assert that it is not democracy or 
republicanism as Americans have conceived them, 
but is in fact a throwback to a past we had thought 
long buried. The English landlords once ruled the 
British patliament and government. They held 
power bearing no relation to their numbers. They 
were landed proprietors. Our landed proprietors 
call themselves farmers,.but their representatives 
in the convention seem to be disposed to demand 
for them the same principle of disproportionate 
power that liberal progress combated for genera- 
tions and finally overthrew. 
To establish a political squirearchy in Illinois 
would be worse than an anachronism. It would 
lay the foundation at once for a long struggle for 
justice which would complicate and confuse the 
handling of every public question raised in the 
state. It would make state harmony impossible 
and give radicalism a new motive. 


But if downstate is disposed to take away the 
citizen rights of the people of Chicago the people 
of Chicago have given them a pretty fair excuse 
by throwing their rights away first. They have 
submitted themselves to a boss who is not even 
an American in birth or spirit or purpose, whose 
power is based on the organization of a minority 
of tax eaters, is fed by the use and manipulation 
of public office, public jobs, and pubiic funds, and 
is further fattened through the weakness of citi- 
zens and corporations upon which the boss prac- 
tices terrorism. The men whvw should be leaders 
in free government are supinely paying tribute 
to the tyrant, |

The minority took 
its licking and the president wrote the party decla- 
rations. 

Democrats may regale themselves with the bold- 
ness of a straddle on the Irish question, silence on. 
liquor, a weak peep on Mexico, silence on national 
defense, a virtually meaningless promise to the 
Filipinos, a job lot of platitudes on labor, a belabor- 
ing of the high cost of living with a slapstick, and 
a declaration on the league of nations which was 
an attempt at a straddle, but which unintentionally 
revealed the issue. 

What the Demécratic platform tried to say on 
the issue between American sovereignty and the 
covenant of the league of nations was “ Yes” and 
“No.” The effort was made, but the English lan- 
guage failed the platform writers. 

The Republicans insist upon the preservation of 
American sovereignty, the upholding of American 
rights, and the support of Americam interests. 
They are for reservations which serve these pur- 
poses. 

The Democrats took the league declaration as 
handed them and amended it only to say that they 
were in favor of reservations which made “ clearer 
or more specific the obligations of the United States 
to the league associates.” 3 


The Republicans talk of American rights. The 
Democrats talk of American obligations. The con 
vention in San Francisco could not escape its fate. 
It believes, under Mr. Wilson’s control, that the 
United States is a moral debtor nation. It could 
not help saying so.’ 7 
That is the issue. The Democrats want to define 
our obligations more specifically. A war, the causes 
of which were far beyond American control, re- 
quired the participation of the United States. It 
was cleanly fought, without gain and without 
thought of gain, at great sacrifices, and in conse- 
quence the United States owes the world a debt. 
This debt requires:the adoption of the covenant 
of the league with specific definition of Arnerichn | 
obligations. 3 

The Democrats are welcome to carry that idea 
to the people and see what they will get on it.

* The stories of the wounded heroes 
have been’told again and again. Yes- 
terday in New York the police stum- 
bled upon another story—that of Miss 
Mary Helen Fee, educator and author, 
who was one of America’s first volun- 
teers to go overseas. 

She served in a Red Cross unit near 
the front lines; danced day and night 
with the boys, worked for them, gave 
them candies and tobacco and pop. 

When the police found her lying in 
St. Nicholas park, she was in a critical 
condition.

SHIPS OF WORLD 

IN LAKE CALUMET, 
VISION OF EXPERT 


Plans for Giant Harbor’ 
Outlined in Report. 


How Chicago may convert the Lake 
Calumet swamp into a modern harbor, 
with sufficient dockage space for 125 
600 foot lake freighters, is told in the 
report of,Arend Van Vlissingen, har- 
bor expert, employed by the council 
committee on harbors, wharves, and 
bridges. 

The committee has been at work on 
the project since 1909, when the Chi- 
cago harbor commission, after a year’s 
investigation, recommended that the 


city acquire the riparian rights about 
the lake. Already two-thirds of these 
rights belong to the city. 


Will Fill in Marsh. 


By dredging a channel through thé 
lake and using the dredgings to fill in 
the marsh, Mr. Van Vlissingén says 
that 1,451 acres of land and 683 acres 
of harbor c4n be made out of what is 
new 2,144 acres of “ public lands” or 
marsh. Under the plan the harbor 
basin would have a width of 1,600 feet 
and a length of 12,000 feet. 

There would be twelve slips, varying 
in length from 1,200 to 3,200 feet. The 
total length of the water frontage is 
to be 18.7 miles-—as far as from State 
and Madison .streets to the northern 
edgt of the proposed harbor. 

The plan includes an elaborate sys 
tem of streets, including a roadway 
running around the edge of the harbor, 
with -radial streets connecting thor- 
oughfares already open. 


Ships of All Nations. 


Fifteen railroads ate within connect- 
ding distance of the lake, and Mr. Van 
Viissingen draws a picture of a har- 
bor crowded with the vessels of all na- 
tions and surrounded ‘by warehouses 
and freight terminals. 

“The voters’ Authorization of the 
deep waterway from Lockport to Utica 
is proof of the public’s faith in water- 
ways,” the Van Viissingen report says. 

“Such a waterway requires a pub- 
lic terminal at Chietago, and this can 
be provided at Lake Calumet, which 
will have access to the deep water-7 
way via the Sag channe! and the Calu- 
met river. Here at -Lake Calumet 
river and. lake carriers can inter- 
change cargoes. 


Winter Harbor Planned. 


“At present Chicago is wholly with- 
out facilities, for wintering its lake} 
fleet. These will be provided by the 
conversion of Lake Calumet into a 
harfor.” 

Mr. Van Viissingen estimates that 
the harbor can be built for $4,000,000, 
The report will be taken up at the next 
meeting of the council harbors com- 
mittee, of which Ald. Rose 
is chairman.

Use Olympie System. 

President ‘Richard J. Collins of the 
Chicago A. A., who always has been 
interested athletics sports of 
all kinds, from a civic point of view, 
is taking a personal terest in the 
carnival and intends to leave nothing 
undone to assure its success. Details 
of staging the show are in the hands 
ot Physical Instructor Martin Delaney, 
Superintendent Cannon of the Lincoln 
park system, and Chief Engineer 
Donoghue.

One’s general inaccuracy in casting 
may be werified any time by an hour 
on the tournament pool. Here you 
will see the world’s best casters, using 
the finest of tackle, casting with a 
solid platform under foot and with no 
hindrances of any kind, yet they miss 
their generous sized hoops [24 inches 
in diameter, I believe] so often that it 
is surprising—until you try it yourself. 

An experience of this kind, casting 
where the space is actually measurea 
instead of guessed at, will convince 
any one that none of us can cast half 
as accurately as we think we can. 


* 
Coming back to the beginner pegging 
away at the edge of the weed beds: 
It's a mighty pleasant way to catch 
fish, but in waters that are much 
fished you usually have to get right 
into the weeds to fill a stringer. 

The novice is a long time in learning 
‘this unless an old hand takes him 
out and makes hfm fish in the weeds 
Then a whole new phase of the cast- 
ing game is opened. The proper weed- 
less lures, the kind of retrieving to 
keep it free of floating trash, the 
hooking and landing of the fish in 
cluttered up places, offer an amazing 
number of new problems to be solved 
and systems to be worked out that 
&re of never ceasing interest. 
Perhaps the favorite lure for weed

fishing is the pork chunk on @ weed- 
less hook, reinforced by a spoon OF 
propeller shaped spinner. Such a rig 
is easy to cast, and there is no doubt 
as to its ability to get the interest 
of feeding bass. The chunk sold in 
bottles does nicely, if you are not fin: 
icky about such things; but some of 
our experts prefer to cut their own. 
Some of these home made chunks are 
ingenious, being small and neat, and 
riding very prettily on the water. 
Whether they catch more fish than the 
dther kind is open to debate, but need- 
less to say the men who use ‘em have 
no doubts on the subject. 

’ One of our favorite weed bed lures 
is a big, red fly with a spinner on 
the ends of the weed guards. We put 
a pork strip on it and retrieve it over 
the weeds just as fast as we can reel 
it in. Starting the retrieve quickly 
and reeling rapidly, it shakes off 
all the loose weeds and moss it would 
pick up otherwise. When it comes to 
an open spot in the weeds we slow up 
and let the lure sink a bit... 

We do not believe it is possible to 
retrieve a lure through the weeds with 
an ordinary No. 3 multiplying reel 
too fast for a bass to hit it. We have 
fished several years with this rig and 
cannot recollect a single instance of 
a bass rising and missing it. Many of 
’em we failed to hook, but it was 
always the slowness of the man, not of 
the bass, that was at fault. 

Incidently, the black bass is the most 
accurate striking of fresh water fishes 
in our opinion. Dozens of times we 
have seen trout rising to insects and 
missing them time and again, but sel- 
dom does a bass make a miscue. 

Although the bass of the weed beds 
strike with great spirit, they do not 
always hook themselves, as the novice 
will learn after he 


* “ow do you hook bass in the weeds 
on a pork chunk?” asked the beginner. 

“Dislocate their necks when they 
strike!” grunted the veteran pork 
-cchunker. 

Of course, there's some exaggeration 
in the above. It is not necessary to 
upset the boat in striking, but the hook 
must be set. It is a matter of timing. 
The man who strikes with the fish 
merely needs to tighten his line a bit, 
but those who strike a fraction of a 
second too late must whack it to ‘em 
hard.

_HAND TUCKS FOR FINE 
_ MATERIALS. 


ANY times the most perfectly 

lg done machine tucking will be 

out of place on a garment and 

the work must be done by hand 

to achieve the desired result. Take 

chiffon, georgette. and the fine ma 

terials for lingerie and babies’ clothes 

—one can’t imagine machine tucking 
cn these materials. 

The material should be pressed per- 
fectly smooth and a right start made. 
When ready to lay 4 tuck, be sure and 
see that the warp and woof threads 
eross exactly, else each succeeding 
tuck be on more of a slant and 
the work will have to be taken out. 


Cardboard about the, weight of a 
calling card makes a good marker and 
the width of the trck and the space 
between must be clearly marked or the 
card ctipped at these points. 

Let the work rest on a lapboard or 
tabie, and in using the card be sure 
to Reep the edge of it parallel to the 
Straignut edge of the cloth. Sometimes 
tucks can be marked beautifully on 
the machine. The folded edge of the

This is the case 
with the strawberry. Rut there is a 
real affinity between the strawberry 
and rhubarb, and an excellent fruit 
base for a strawberry drink may be 
made of rhubarb and some raisins, 
which latter lose their identity in this 
conn while contributing sweet. 
You hardly identify the rhubarb 
when a few mashed and sweetened 
strawberfies are added to this combi- 
nation. 


Rhubarb Base for Fruit Drinks. 
Cut up one-half pound of rhubarb 


or any proportion that suits. Add to 
the half pound four ounces of raisins 


‘and three pints of water, and eee 


very slowly until raisins give up their 
goodness, about half an hour. Strain 
this and cool For two giasses take 
‘about a cup of this, add a dozen straw- 
berries “crushed in about four table- 
-spoons of sirup, or sirup to taste, put 
in fee cold glasses, fill up with charged 
water, mineral watér or ice cold water. 
The charged waters will give a half 
inch of foamy top. Lemon-sirup may 
be added to this base for an econome 
ical drink, cherry juice and sirup, etc. 

Orange Sirup.

of Marking Many. — 
Shaft Gears. 


-—- BY HIGH SPEED. 


N our previous article we considered 
the subj@&ct of valve systems and 
the ills that commonly afflict them 
and the proper cures to apply. The 


qhfect of valve timing is so intimately 


volved with valve operation and en- 
efficiency that it follows naturally 

after the former discussion, and it cer- 

winly deserves an article to itself. 


%o begin with, it must be understood 
that in the four cycle engine now unl- 
yersally used each valve is opened and 
dosed once for every two revolutions 
of the crankshaft, the camshaft which 
gctuates the valves turning at just half 
the speed of the crankshaft, The inlet 
yalve is opened when the piston is at 


the very top of its suction stroke or | 


just after it has begun to descend. 
When the piston comes up again on 
the compression stroke the inlet valve 


jg closed, otherwise some of the fuel 


would be driven out of the combustion 
shamber. Then comes the explosion 
aad the downward power stroke, dur- 
ing both of which both valves remain 
sosed. When the piston has nearly 
reached the bottom of the power stroke 
te exhaust valve opens and remains 
gen during the upward scavenging 
stroke to allow the burned gases to be 
friven out of the cylinder. All these 
various openings and closings must 
be accurate to a degree or the ef- 
felency of the engine is largely lost, 
and this accuracy depends prigcipally 


op proper valve timing. | : 


It must be understood that valve tim 
ing is not an adjustment; indeed, it is 
iut often necessary, for once the valves 
are properly timed they remain so until 
the engine is taken down for some rea- 
son. But once the timing is disturbed 
tt is vitally important that it shall be 
pr@erly assembled again if the engine 
‘sto runction properly. 

Before taking down the engine the 
gears should be carefully inspected for 
rattings that will enable them to be 
assembled again as they were before.

In the rare cases where’ no marks 
have been put on the parts the car 
owner should mark them himself with 
a punch. But even if some accident 
should make it necessary to retime 
the gears without any marks to guide 
him the owner need not despair. By 
using the markings on the fly wheel 
he can do the job without much trou- 
ble. 

The common method of marking the 
fiy wheel is to mark the dead center of 
every cylinder. The only thing neces- 
sary to find is the upper dead center 
of No. 1 cylinder. Having found this, 
the camshaft may be slipped into mesh, 
for with the first cylinder properly 
timed the others will certainly be cor- 
rectly timed, too. 

In cases where the design embodies 
two camshafts the same procedure of 
finding No. 1 upper dead center should 
be followed. This will time the ex- 
haust shaft, which may then be slipped 
into mesh. Next the degree at which 
the inlet should open is obtained from 
the instruction book and laid off 0n the 
fiy wheel. The fly wheel is then turned 
to that position and held stationary 
until the inlet camshaft is revolved to 
a position where the inlet valves just 
begin to open. The inlet camshaft is 
then slipped into mesh and the timing 
is complete.
